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The  genealogical  information  herewith  presented  was 
in  large  part  collected  in  the  years  1933  and  1933  by  Miss 
Chloe  Dell  Mantle  at  the  request  of  the  undersigned  for 
inclusion  in  the  Ballard  Genealogy  —  a  book  on  which 
work  has  been  in  progress  for  a  number  of  years.  Be¬ 
cause  the  material  which  Miss  Mantle  has  collected  is 
comparatively  complete  it  has  seemed  best  to  print  it  in 
pamphlet  form  in  advance  of  the  Ballard  book  in  the 
hope  that,  before  final  printing  as  a  part  of  that  volume, 
any  errors  may  be  discovered  and  rectified  or  additional 
data  found. 

The  Ballard  genealogy  when  completed  will  contain 
information  regarding  the  descendants  of  Israel  Ballard 
who  was  bom  in  1748  at  Andover,  Mass.;  he  served  in  the 
Connecticut  line  in  the  American  Revolution  ;  married 
Alice  Fuller,  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Daniel  Fuller  of  Wil- 
lington.  Conn.,  in  1774  ;  removed  in  1793  to  Whitestown 
in  New  York  state,  and  died  September  35,  1810.  Zilpha 
Ballard  who  married  Horace  Asahel  Gillett  and  whose  de¬ 
scendants  are  listed  in  this  pamphlet,  was  the  grand¬ 
daughter  of  this  Israel  Ballard  and  the  daughter  of  his 
oldest  son,  likewise  named  Israel. 

Among  the  many  Colonial  ancestors  from  whom  we 
have  traced  the  lineage  of  Zilpha  Ballard  a  few  are  men¬ 
tioned  on  page  6  of  this  pamphlet.,  The  complete  list,  or 
as  nearly  complete  as  our  search  has  revealed,  with  line 
of  ancestry,  will  appear  in  the  Ballard  book. 

The  classification  used,  as  shown  by  the  numbers 
appearing  before  each  name,  is  that  adopted  in  the  Bal¬ 
lard  Genealogy.  The  figure  “5”  refers  to  Israel  Ballard 
who  was  of  the  fifth  generation  from  the  original  an¬ 
cestor  William  Ballard.  The  decimal  number  following 
shows  the  relationship  of  the  person  named  to  Israel. 
For  example  “5,483”  indicates  the  third  child  of  the  8th 
child  of  the  4th  child  of  Israel. 
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Your  thanks  as  well  as  mine  are  due  Miss  Mantle  for 
the  painstaking  work  she  has  done  in  collecting  the  Gil- 
lett  genealogy  and  the  contribution  she  has  made  to  the 
genealogical  history  of  the  Gillett  and  Ballard  families.
